And, to that purpoſe, Mee doe hereby ſtraitly charge and command all and euery perſon and 
perſons whatſoeuer, in whole hands any of thoſe Bookes now are, oz hereafter ſhall be, that 
they foozthwith deliuer, oꝛ cauſe the ſame to bee deliuered, to the Biſhop , oz other D:dinaryof 
that Dioceſle oꝛ place where hee oꝛ they at any time are, tfit be not within either of Dur Unt- 
uerſities ; and ikit bee in either of the Untuerſities, that then he oz they deliuer the lame to the 
Utcechancellour of that Uninerſitie , to whom wee doe heereby giue ſpectall charge and com- 
mand to cauſe them all to bee vtterly ſuppzeſred; * 

And Wee doe further charge and command, that no man hereafter pꝛelume to pꝛint the ſayd 
Sermons, oꝛ either of them againe , vpon paine of Our high diſpleaſure, and of ſuch further 
puniſhment, as foz their pꝛeſumption, in that behalfe, may any wap bee inflicted vpon them.
